Dr.  Jones  Discusses  High 
Ideals  as  Fundamental 
Design  for  Living. 


Baptist  Minister  Speaks 


Ministers  of  Maryville  Churches 
Participate  in  Welcoming 
Students  to  Community. 


Dr.  Jones,  president  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  explained  ills  “Design  for  Col¬ 
lege  Living”  in  the  inaugurating 
assembly  last  Wednesday,  Septem¬ 
ber  14. 

He  divided  his  welcoming  speech 
into  three  phases:  the  first  con¬ 
cerned  "scholastic  achievement,” 
the  second,  “gracious  living,”  and 
the  third  was  devoted  to  “ethical 
ideals." 

Stresses  Over-all  Picture 
Stressing  the  importance  o-f  col¬ 
lege  life  in  the  over-all  picture,  the 
President  said,  in.  speaWIng  •pri¬ 
marily  to  the  freshmen,  who  were 
in  the  majority,  “What  you  really 
came  to  school  for  is  represented  on 
commencement  day  when  you  get 
your  degree  from  thus  institution.  I 
hope  you  attain  your  goal.” 

More  than  Just  the  development 
oi  scholarship  and  athletics  is  to  be 
the  College's  aim.  It  Is  also  to 
strengthen  the  character  of  Jtlie 
individual  person;  it  is  to  educate 
one  to  high  scholastic  achieve¬ 
ment,  to  a  form  of  gracious 
living  and  ethical  ideals,  and  to 
develop  the  spirit  of  humor,  re¬ 
creation,  and  music  so  that  “when 
you  get  a  college  degree,  you  will 
be  known  as  a  college  educated  per¬ 
son.” 

Future  Brings  Responsibility 
Expressing  the  influence  of  scho¬ 
lastic  achievement,  the  President 
said  that  the  future  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  brains— people  who  think 
and  work  with  thoughts.  It  is  a 
"grave  responsibility.” 

“The  conduct  of- ladies  and  gent¬ 
lemen  is  ali  we  ask  of  college  people 
and  a  thing  of  which  I  am  quite 
proud  is  that  as  a  general  rule, 
the  young  men  and  women  who 
attend  this  College  are  ladies  and 
gentlemen,"  said  the  president  in 
elaborating  on  his  second  ideal. 

Standards  Will  Help 
Reaching  the  third  point  of  his 
talk,  he  declared  that  this  College 
affiliates  with  thg  Church  in  help¬ 
ing  the  students  to  grow  in  these 
ethical  standards  of  life  and  living. 

Putting  forth  the  ideals  of  the 
spirit  of  music,  humor,  recreation, 
and  student  meetings,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  maintained  that  “Some  day 
you  will  receive  a  note  that  says 
your  class  is  going  to  have  a  re¬ 
union,  and  you  will  come  back  to 
talk  over  the  tilings  that  happened 
at  this  college  when  you  .were  here, 
and  you  will  live  again  those  days' 
that  you  are  how  living  as  college 
students.”  A  recollection  of  the  bet¬ 
ter  things  of  college  life  depends 
upon  the  students’  present  design 
of  college  living. 

"Enjoy  yourselves,”  he  added, 
"you  will  find  faculty  members  are 
aware  that  go&d  times  contribute  to 
the  lives  of  young  people.  They  will 
extend  to  you  every  opportunity 
they  can  to  make  your  life'  here, 

.  happy.”  “This  is  your  college.  I 
commend'  it  to  you  for  what  you 
want  to  make  It." 

Sam  Carpenter  Presides 
Sam  Carpenter,  student  body  pres  • 
Ident,  presided  over  the  assembly. 
He  announced  that  a  free  ticket  will 
be  given  to  the  student  suggesting 
the  best  slogan  to  be  used  during 
the  homecoming. 

Carpenter  introduced  the  Rev.  G. 
Howard  Linton,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  church,  who  made  an  ad¬ 
dress  to  the  group  welcoming  the 
students  to  the  churches  of  Mary¬ 
ville  and  asking  them  to  come  to 
church.  The  Rev.  Linton  introduced 
the  following  ministers;  Rev.  Arthui 
Raeside,  First  Presbytorlan  church; 
Rev.  D.  Frankljn  Kohl,  First  Chris¬ 
tian  church;  Rev,  Richard  Garlich, 
St.  Paul's  Episcopalian  church';  and 
Rev.  ottis  Sayes,  Church  of  the 
Nazarene. 

In  his  address  the  Rev.  Linton 
made  the  following  points:  (1)  the 
churches  of  Maryville  hope  to  make 
It  possible  for  the  students  at  the 
college  to  do  what 'their  parents 
want  them  to  do  and  that  is  to  be 
close  to  the  church.  (2)  the  churches 
hope  to  have  the  privilege  of  bring¬ 
ing  to  the  students  something  that 
h  like  what  they  left  at  home,  and 
13)  the  churches  hope  to  have  the 
privilege  of  enriching  the  students 
work  at  the  college  so  that  they  will 
bt  well  rounded  individuals.

On  June  30,  (Miss  Rachael  Taul, 
social  science  instructor  at  Horace 
Mann,  sailed  from  New  York  on  the 
Queen  Elizabeth  with  a  group  of  22 
students  and  teachers  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States  to  study 
the  political  systems  of  8  European 
democracies. 

They  were  sponsored  by  the  Bur¬ 
eau  of  University  Travel  of  Newton, 
Massachusetts,  and  had  as  their 
leader  an  intelligent  and  distin¬ 
guished  young  man,  Dr.  Stephen

While  on  ship  board-  they  held 
discussion  groups  in  which  they 
became  familiar  with  the  things 
they  were  to  look  for  while  in 
Europe.  Bernard  Baruch  was  a 
speaker  at  one  of  the  meetings. 

The  group  went  first  to  England, 
then  to  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark, 
Holland,  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Ger¬ 
many  and  France.  In  each  country 
they  ‘were  interested  in  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

1.  The  political  situation  in  that 
country  and  the  present  gov¬ 
ernment.  They  talked  with  the 
leaders  of  the  party  in  power 
and  learned  what  they  were 
trying  to  do.  They  also  talked 
with  the  leaders  out  of  power 
to  try  and  determine  as  best 
they  could  what  ‘their  major 
criticisms  were.

After  20  years  of  almost  continuous  association  with  the  activities 
of  the  College,  first  as  student  and  later  as  faculty  member,  Mr.  J.  Ndrvel 
Sayler,  chairman  of  the  mathematics  department,  resigned  at  the  end- 
of  the  spring  term.  Mr.  Sayler,  an  honor  student,  had  completed  three' 
years  of  graduate  study  plus  European  travel  before  he  cahie  to  this 
faculty.  Known  for  thoroughness  in  instruction,  he  served  on  commit¬ 
tees  promoting  the  improvement  of  instruction  in  the  schools  of  the 
state.  Mr.  Sayler,  now  giving  attention  to  his  business  interests-  in 
northwest  Missouri  and  Iowa,  also  served  on  the  executive  board'  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  College  for  several  years.

To 
them  it  is  like  any  community  and 
consequently  must  have  rules  and 
guidance.  For  this  reason  they  elect 
a  mayor  and  two  aldermen. 

At  the  present  time  Man-ley 
Vance  is  mayor  and  Louis  Mel- 
kowski  and  Hubert  Maliarg  iare 
aldermen.  This  summer  a  beauti¬ 
fication  program  was  carried  out 
in  order  that  the  citizens  of  College 
Heights  could  be  proud  of  their 
home.

Reception 

Receptions  are  given  in  honor  of 
distinguished  visitors,  the  faculty, 
tlie  student  -body,  Or  other  groups. 
There  are  traditional  receptions 
sqoh  as  the  faculty  reception  for 
the  Upperclassmen  and  Freshmen, 
arid  the  President's  reception  for 
the  Seniors  each  spring. 

Guests  are  usually  greeted  at  the 
door,  taken  to  the  head  of  the  re¬ 
ceiving  line,  and  introduced  to  the 
hostess;1  If’ no  one  is -near  the  door 
to  perform  that  duty,  the  guest 
introduces  himself  to  the  first  per¬ 
son  in  the  line.  If  a  man  has 
brought  a  woman  to  the  affair,  he 
introduces  himself  and  then  his 
partner.  The  hostess  makes  intro¬ 
ductions  to  the  guest  of  honor,  or 
to  the  next  in  line,  who  in  turn 
makes  introductions  to  the  next, 
and-  so  on.  When  the  line  is  long, 
it  may  be  necessary  for  the  guest 
to  repeat  his  name  several  times 
before  reaching  the  end  of  the  line. 
One  Should  Remember  Names 
One  sliould  avoid  slopping  at  the 
end  of  the  receiving  line  to  con¬ 
verse  with  friends.  To  avoid  con¬ 
gestion  and  confusion,  move  to  oth- 
er  parts  of  the  room.  It  is  quite 
proper, '  however  to  speak  briefly 
to  those,  in  the  receivihg  line  if  no 
other  guests  immediately 'follow  you. 
Since  the  crowd  is  usually  large, 
you  must  take  some  Initiative  in 
introducing  yourself  to  others  and 
helping  them  feel  at  case.  Much 
the  same  type  of  food  or  drink  is 
served  at  a  reception  as  at  a  tea. 
It  is  a  social  advantage  to  remem¬ 
ber  names  and  faces.  At  a  reception 
you  should  be  alert  to  make  the 
acquaintance  of  new  people  and  to 
remember  names  as  you  arc  intro¬ 
duced. 

Correct  Attire  Is  Suggested 
You  remain  at  a  reception  at 
least,  half  an  hour.  If  the  hostess 
is  busy  reoelving  other  guests,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  speak  to  her  on 
leaving.  If  the  affair  is  not  a  large 
one  arid  she  is  unoccupied,  it  is  best 
to  :bid  her  goodbye  and  thank  her. 

An  afternoon  dress  with  a  hat  Is 
correct  attire  for  an  afternoon 
reception.  If  the  evening  reception 
is  -formal,  an  evening  dress  (wi-tli 
or  without  a  jacket  is  worn;  a  hat 
is  not  worn  unless  it  is  a  special 
hat  for  evening  wear;  if  an  even¬ 
ing  reception  is  not  formal,  the 
dress  is  the  same  as  for  an  after¬ 
noon  reception.

""  Talks  at  College 

The  picture  of  Ruth  Snyder  in  her 
death  cell  was  a  "shocker”  twenty 
some  years  ago,  getting  circulatioA 
in  every  paper  in  the  country,  but 
tastes  have  so  changed  that  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  President  catching  a  fly 
ball  on  the  White  House  lawn  would 
gain  more  interest  today. 

Thus,  Merrill  Chilcote,  managing 
editor  of  the  St.  Joseph  News-Press, 
discussed  the  trends  and  advance.; 
of  pictorial  journalism  in  his  talk 
before  members  of  the  Missouri  Wo¬ 
men’s  Press  Club  at  a  dinner  at  Res¬ 
idence  Hall  Saturday  night. 

Must  Illustrate  Story 
“Pictorial"  journalism  has  been  de¬ 
veloped  only  within  our  lifetime,” 
and  not  until  1930  did  we  see  the 
coming  of  wirephoto  as  an  assured 
and  praotical  thing.  While  .  the 
Civil  War  was  recorded  on  pictures,” 
he  conceded,  they  were  handdrawn 
or  carved  woodcuts,  and  their  accur¬ 
acy  was  colored  by  the  artists’  view¬ 
ports  and  prejudices. 

Once  any  picture  for  its  own  sake 
was  acceptable,  but  now  the  pictures 
used  by  newspapers  and  magazines 
must  illustrate  the  story,  preferably., 
telling  a  part  of  it.  This  is  particu¬ 
larly  true  of  the  photographs  used 
by  free  lance  writers  to  accompany 
•  their  stories,  Mr.  Chilcote  advised. 

The  most  popular  pictures  today 
illustrate  how  the  popular  taste  has 
changed,  for  now  the  public  wants 
human  interest,  with  children  and 
animals  running  a  close  first. 

Send  the  Negative 

The  News-Press  editor  used  pic¬ 
tures  to  illustrate  his  points,  show¬ 
ing  the  photograph  of  a  real  pony 
sniffing  the  paper-mache  head  o( 
u  make-believe  .one,  yvith  children 
surrounding  both,  as  a  picture  that 
"had  everything”  in  tho  way  Qf  hu¬ 
man  interest.  - 


“In  taking  pictures  yourselves 
accompany  articles;”;'  Mr.  Chllcotl 
said,,  “avoid  such  clinches  as  hand 
shaking,  proclamation  signing,  or.  thd 
family  reunion  staring  straight  intq 
the  camera.”

Ini 
other  words,  strive,  for  originality,] 
lake  lots  of  pictures,  and  always  send 
tlie  negatives  too.  he  advised. 

Newspaper  Photography 
In  talking  about  newspaper  photo  1 
graphy,  Mr.  Chilcote  pointed  oufl 
that  naturally  local  and  terrltorjf 
pictures  have  first  consideration,  and 
then  those  of  the  highest  news  inj 
terest,  like  Saturday’s  Noroni(j 
tragedy. 

Photo-engraving,  which  is  thd 
preparation  bf  the  print  for  news! 
paper  use,  is  a  costly  project,  toq 
much  so  for  the  small  papers  he  said 
because  there  has  been  little  refinel 
ment  or  advancement  in  the  procesj 
since  1890.  It’s  such  a  slow  proces 
that  the  main  improvement  hal 
been  in  having  six  men  do  in  one! 
half  hour  what  one  man  did  in  siq 
hours,  he  explained. 

In  discussing  the  training  o 
photographers,  Mr.  Chilcote  ques 
tioned  the  good  of  various  photo 
graphy  contests  held  for  newspaper: 
ijvhere  too  often  the  entries  am 
Winners,  while  fine  examples  o 
salon  art,  are  not  applicable  t 
newspaper  needs. 

A  Science  of  Its  Own 
Mr.  Ohilcote  concluded  by  warning 
that  photography  was  a  science  of  itj 
own,  where  not  only  knowledge 
the  dark  room  in  properly  deveiopin| 
your  pictures  was  necessary,  but  tt 
ability  to  recognize  a  story,  and  knof 
what  is  worth  photographing.

close  to  1,100  persons  on  the  Col¬

The  old  wooden  bleachers  have 
been  torn  down  and  hauled  away. 
In  their  stead  Is  a  steel  structure 
capable  of  seating  2250  spectators. 
The  $30,000  rejuvenating  work  was 
done  by  the  Plttsburgh-Des  iMolnes 
Steel  Company  of  Des  Moines.  Iowa, 
and  by  the  R.  E.  Wyman  Con¬ 
struction  Company  of  Maryville. 

Maryville  State  College  has  need¬ 
ed  a  new  stadium  for  a  long  time. 
In  fact,  it  was  a  little  too  long  as 
far  as  the  rickety  wooden  bleachers 
were  concerned.  But  it  takes  time 
to  make  requests  and  receive  per¬ 
missions.  As  early  as  1941,  plans 
had  been  made  to  construct  such  a 
stadium,  but  were  forgotten  after 
the  Pearl  Harbor  disaster. 

President  Renews  Plans 
Plans  were  renewed  last  winter 
When  President  J.  W.  Jones  direct¬ 
ed  Mr.  Harold  Neece,  business  man¬ 
ager,  to  begin  an  investigation  of 
the  cost  of  various  types  of  stad¬ 
iums,  By  March  the  prices  of  the 
selected  construction  companies 
were  definite,  and  in  May  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  stadium  was  auth¬ 
orized1  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  bi)ds  of  each  construction 
company  were  taken;  the  executive 
board,  headed  by  the  president,  Mr. 
M.  'E.  Ford,  and  the  vice  president, 
Mr.  R.  L.  Douglas,  made  its  selec¬ 
tion  and  the  contracts  were  signed. 
The  R.  E.  Wyman  Construction 
Company  was  to  lay  the  cement 
footings;  the  Pittsburgh-Des  Moin¬ 
es  Steel  Company  was  to  construct 
the  steel  work. 

Stadium  Will  Have  Box  Seats 
The  stadium  is  located  on  the 
west  side  of  the  field,  and  extends 
from  one  twenty-yard  line  to  the 
other,  making  it  180  feet  long.  In 
the  fore  part  of  the  grandstand  are 
twenty-two  box  seats,  each  eight 
square  feet. 

Steel  girders,  extending  upward 
from  forty  concrete  piers,  support 
ten  rows  of  criss-crossing  steel 
beams.  These  beams  support  an 
entire  prefabricated  metal  floor 
onto  which  are  bolted  rectangular 
planks.  The  top  of  the  stadium  at 
the  rear  is  nineteen  feet  above  the 
ground.

25.  But  the  Hawks  were  penalized 
15  for  clipping  Warren  Gresham, 
Maryville  halfback.  Gaylord  Meyers, 
guard,  Intercepted  a  Hawk  pass  and 
slipped  to  the  ground  on  his  32 
Zuchowski  scampered  downfield  38 
yards  but  Maryville  was  called  back 
for  clipping.  Zuchowski  then  passed 
to  Richey  for  14.  Weed  broke  for  6 
and  Maryville  punted. 

Fortunes  changed  fast  as  Joe 
Mallon  fell  on  a  Maryville  fumble, 
Bobbie  Williams,  attempting  to  punt 
on  fourth  down,  was  thrown  for  a 
loss  on  his  48.  Maryville’s  punch 
petered  out  and  Rockhurst  took  over 
on  its  39. 

The  fourth  quarter  opened  with
